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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The disclosure as originally filed does not 
disclose the coating arrangements shown in new figures 4 and 5. Applicant argues that there is not teaching in Sumumu that insert 37 is 
a coating. Using the plain meaning of coating, i.e. a covering layer, the applicant's claim limitation does not preclude nor prohibit 
consideration of insert 37 as a coating. Insert 37 is a covering layer over nozzle body 31. Regarding applicant's argument directed to the 
impropriety of the final office action, applicant has all along presumed the allowability of dependent claim 30 because the prior office 
actions have not rejected claim 30. Claim 30 will be allowable if presented in independent form. 
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
